WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP)—

New Atom Smasher Being Built 
To Make Artificial Cosmic Rays 


PALO ALTO, Calif., Sept. 25 
(UP) — A new type of atom 
smasher designed to generate the 
first artificial cosmic rays is under

Dr. William W. Hansen, director 
of Stanford University’s Micro- 
wave laboratory, said: the new 
pipe-like linear accelerator is 
more than twice as powerful as

Dr. Hangen said the new ma- 


The 
machjne will produce radioactive 
isotopes similar to those made at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

At present, cosmic rays can be 
studied only in stratosphere air- 
planes equipped as flying labora- 
tories. Scientists believe they may 
hold a clue to some of nature’s 
fundamental secrets or to new 
power sources. 

The linear accelerator operates 
On the same general theory as the 
more massive cyclotron now in 
use. Both achieve atomic disin- 
tegration by giving a speeding 
“atomic bullet” tremendous en- 
ergy. The “bullet” is hurled into 
an atom which is placed in its 
path. The cyclotron whirls a 
heavy, positive-charged particle 
in a circle inside a magnetic field. 
The new machine will concentrate 
its power on the electron, a light, 
negatively charged particle. The 
electron, instead of being whirled 
around, will be shot in a straight 
path down the long, slender tube.

BRITAIN PROPOSES BI6 FOUR

LONDON, Sept. 25 (AP)—Britain 
is urging a postponement of the 
Big Four Foreign Ministers’ Coun- 
cil meeting on the German peace 
because the United Nations As- 
sembly may go on for two months, 
the Foreign Gffice announced to- 
night. 

Britain has suggested that the 
meeting be held here at the end 
of November instead of early in 
the month, as planned.

In addition to corn, 
the deficit grains are barley, 
sorghums, oats and rye. 

“Present indicated domestic use 
of grain,” it was stated, “would 
leave about 470,000,000 bushels, .or 
12,300,000 long tons, of all grain 
for export—wnhich is more than 
2,000,000 long tons short of last 
year’s shipments.” 

Points to Cuban Sugar. 

A careful survey, the report de- 
clared, shows that last year’s 
shipments can probably not be 
equaled unless arrangements are 
made for enlisting supplies pro- 
duced in other countries. As an 
example was mentioned the pos- 
sibility of moving substantial 
quantities of Cuban sugar to food- 
deficit countries. - 

In 1947-48, the Cabinet commit- 
tee calculated, an increase of 
about 5,300,000 of food shipments 
could be supplied by countries 
other than the United States. If 
they so desired, it was stated, 
Argentina and Australia would be

NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP) — 
United States naval forces in the 
Mediterraneah are “the most fully 
manned and ready components of 
the fleets,” R. Adm.

committee from activity in the 
primary. Hayes is serving under 
Attorney General J. E. Taylor, 
who may be didate for the 
nomination fdr Governor. 

“It ig my understanding,” he 
said, “that the duty and respon- 
sibility of selecting the party nom- 
inees rests upon the voters at 
the primary and is not a duty or re- 
sponsibility of the State commit- 
tee, Personally, I intend to abide 
by that understanding and will 
not participate, as chairman, in 
any primary campaign.” 

As was to be expected, Hayes 
“pointed with pride” to the 
achievements of the national and 
State Democratic administrations, 
and expressed confidence in a 
Democratic victory in 1948. 

Other Possible Candidates. 

The gelection of Hayes had no 
particular political significance, 
and is not to be considered as 
favoring either of the prospective 
candédates, several of whom at- 
tended the committee meeting. 
In addition to Taylor, possible 
candidates here were former At- 
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torney General Roy McKittrick, 
under whom Hayes also served as 
a special assistant, United States 
‘Revenue Collector Dan Nee of 
Kansas City, State Auditor For- 
‘rest Smith of Jefferson City and 
H. D. Allison of St. Joseph. 
The Governorship campaign 
was widely discussed by members 
of the committee and a hundred 
or so other Democrats attracted 
by the meeting, the principal 
phase being Smith's candidacy. 
In general they recognized that 
he had a very decided organiza- 
tion strength, but throughout the 
hotel lobby talk there was the 
general doubt that he would be a 
strong candidate in the general 
election.

DE VELOPED IN WAR 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 25 
| (AP)—A method of talking over 
an invisible beam of light was de- 
veloped by Yale University scien- 
'tigts to aid the Army Signal Corps 
in World War II. 

The light beam communication 
system, described by the Yale 
scientists in the current issue of 
the Journal of Applied Physics, 
could be used day or night, with 
infra-red filters preventing detec- 
‘tion by an enemy during dark- 
ness. Its range was from’one to 
five miles. 
| The instrument ray travels in a 
|single direction, thus having a se- 
‘curity advantage over low fre- 
quency radio signals which travel 
‘in all directions. The sender 
speaks into a microphone. The 
light beam varies in intensity in 
|accordance with the frequency of 
' speech signals. 

At the receiving end, the light 
is picked up by a photo-electric 
cell sensitive to infra-red light. 
The varying light impulses are 
translated to corresponding vary- 
ing electric currents, the voice re- 
ception is through ordinary ear 
phones or a loud speaker. 

The instrument is portable and 
carries its Own power supply, a 
six-volt storage battery. 

The scientists were William W. 
Watson, chairman of the physics 
department; Richard F. Hum- 
phreys, assistant professor of 
physics; and D. L. Woernley, now 
affiliated with the Cornell Aero- 
nautical Laboratory, Buffalo, N.Y.

Just 
prior to the war, and during the 
early periods of war before the 
Allied countries had developed 
their economic warfare organiza- 
tions, there was considerable stra- 
tegic counter-buying and barter- 
ing. The important factors in all 
this relate to the internal econ- 
omy of a country and the neces- 
sity for foreign exchange. 

In Britain the accumulated sav- 
ings in holdings of outside se-

Earnings of German People. 

When I was in Switzerland, one 
of our abler statisticians at the 
International Labor Office ex- 
plained to me that when the Nazis 
came into power the total annual 
earnings of the German people 
ranged between 37 and 38 Dillion 
marks, but that after they had 
established their full employment 
scheme, which called for arbitrary 
assignment to work jobs and a 
longer work day, there was a 
gradual increase of total earn- 
ings and that production for civil- 
ian use was stabilized at approxi- 
mately 42 billion where it was 
pegged. Eventually total annual 
earnings increased to over 80 bil- 
lion marks per annum. 

All of the surplus was devoted 
to armaments, none for the fur- 
ther improvement of the general 
welfare. The barter system was 
introduced in order to ensure sav- 
ings of foreign exchange and to 
permit accumulation of gold. An 
example of this was the purchase 
of the Bulgarian tobacco crop in 
exchange for furniture and other 
articles manufactured by German 
labor. The tobacco was not con- 
sumed in Germany but sold to 
Belgium for gold. Accumulated

ar It was then that the 

asked his people to turn in 
their shotguns; I gave what aid I 
could to further the shipment of 
a million rifles from America to 
arm the Home Guard. It is in- 
teresting to remember that it was 
at this time that one saw 
chalked over the newsstands 
and everywhere the simple words:

Mr, Churchill had a complete 
grasp of the situation and wifen 
he took over the government he 
enormously reduced the number of 
workers and the ships engaged in 
foreign commerce. He was too old 
a soldier not to know the need of 
manpower and material in main- 
taining armies in the field, and 
too good a sailor not to know 
what freeing ships from nonessen- 
tial merchant trade would mean 


at that time. Nor was he unaware | th 


of the need for foreign exchange, 
but he cast his bread upon the 
waters and put his trust in West- 
ern democracy. It was a close de- 
cision for, at the most critical mo- 
ment when invasion still threat- 
ened, orders in the United States 
to be canceled because the 
British had no more American dol- 
lars, and all supplies coming from 
the United States were on a cash- 
and-carry basis. The sands of 
time were again running out, 

It was “All aid short of war”— 
Roosevelt’s Lend-Lease answer — 
that met this desperate need and 
allowed the. British to carry on 
their gallant fight against greater 
numbers, better trained and bet- 
ter armed. / 

Gave Britain the Tools. 

Lend-Lease gave Britain the 
tools for defense and later enabled 
her to take the offensive, equipped 
and strong, but the force of Rus- 
sian and United States might was 
needed to “finish the job.” 

The decision of Congress six 
months after Lend-Lease to arm 
our merchant ships and permit 
them to enter combat zones was 
vital in maintaining the lifelines of 
supplies from the American con- 
tinent to the British Isles and 
other combat areas. 

A change of British policy which 
took place prior to this decision 
was of great importance in per- 
mitting a more orderly flow of 
goods and armaments under 
Lend-Lease direct to Great Brit- 
ain. The partial listing of Brit- 
ish requirements for defense pur- 
poses had been forwarded. to 
Washington from time to time in 
piecemeal lots. This was done for 
security reasons. It was feared 
that a total listing might get into 
enemy hands. If it did it would 
show up British shortages which 
might open them to attack where 
they were least able to meet it, 
This method also did not permit 
co-ordination with out own wants 
or reasonable scheduling of raw 
material distribution and seriously 
interfered with factory production.

B ULGARIA’S Soviet-backed revolution has begun devouring its 


children. 


Gray-haired, hawk-nosed radical Agrarian Leader Nikola Petkov 
dangled lifeless Tuesday morning at the end of a rope in Sofia’s 
federal jail. When the Communist hangman took Petkov’s life, Bul- 
garia’s silent and angry farmers gained their first grassroots martyr 
since Premier Alexander Stambulisky, whose body wag chopped to 


pieces and flung into the river. 


Stambulisky paid for battling 
the Bulgarian Fascists after 
World War I in the farmers’ 
“green revolution.” Petkov has 
paid for daring to oppose the Com- 
munist dictatorship now emerging 
into total control of Bulgaria, 

By hanging Petkov after re 
peated American and British pro- 
tests, Bulgaria flings down a con- 
temptuous challenge to the United 
States. Petkov was condemned 
while Bulgaria was still an enemy 
power, before the Communist- 
dominated Parliament has passed 
the peace treaty. 

U. 8S. Efforts Futile. 


The United States tried by every 
means short of armed intervention 
to gain reconsideration of Petkov’s 
fate. American Acting Envoy 
Everett Horner even put aside 
American prestige to motor across 
Bulgaria and lay the plea before 
Communist President Vassili Kol- 


arov. 

Maj. Gen. W. Melville Robertson, 
American member of the Allied 
Commission for Bulgaria—Soviet- 
dominated, thanks to American 
political concessions made during 
the war—tried repeatedly to per- 
suade Soviet Lt. Gen. Alexander 
Cherepanov to intervene, 

The Soviets refused even to 
recognize the American and Brit- 
ish notes, asserting they wounded 
Bulgaria’s “sovereignty.”

The Forgotten Peril 


Alaska is that frontier of the United States 
which advances into the most perilous part of 
the globe. It is only as far from the country 
most hostile to the United States—Russia—as 
the distance between St. Louis and Warrenton. 
It stands directly between Russia and the rich 
uranium fields, a source of raw material for the 
atomic bomb, at Port Radium, Canada. 

It is America’s first line of defense under the 
new polar conception of air warfare, which holds 
that in future war most long-range bombing will 
be carried out by flights across the Arctic, the 
shortest line between all major countries. 


“Any surprise attack on the United States,” 
says Gen. Henry H. Arnold, who commanded the 
Army Air Forces in the Second World War, “will 
come by air, and it will come via the Arctic 
Circle.” 

Since Alaska is as truly an Achilles heel as the 

Panama Canal, since it is potentially another 
military disaster at least as great as Pearl Har- 
bor, is it conceivable that the United States 
would make of it anything less than a fortress of 
air defense? It is inconceivable, but it is the 
case. 
Alaska possesses only four airfields good 
enough to handle heavy bombers such as the 
B-29 or the new B-36. Its transportation, vital 
to its defense, is, in the word of Secretary Krug, 
the official charged with administration of the 
territory, “abominable.” 

In a region twice the size of Texas there are 
fewer roads than in Delaware. The only rail- 
road, owned by the United States Government, 
from Seward to Fairbanks, with a spur from 
Skagway to Whitehorse, “has been allowed to 
sink into such disrepair that when I traveled on 
it... the engineer had to slow down for count- 
less individual rail junctions.” Again we quote 
Secretary Krug. 

The resources of the area, among the richest 
on earth, have been exploited rather than de- 
veloped, and as Gill Robb Wilson reports in spe- 
cial correspondence from Nome, research is lack- 
Ing to bring to light the wealth of Alaska in 
agriculture, minerals, timber, pulp, oil and coal. 

In short, we do not know what natural re- 
sources we have at hand for our defense in 
Alaska in case of attack and we do not have ade- 

te means of transporting war materials and 
toon in this vulnerable outpost. 


“We could make it the next thing to one solid 


air base if we wanted to,” Gen. Arnold Says. New 
air bases are in the making, but a national policy 
for a strong Alaska, which is needed to make 
bases really meaningful, is as distant as ever. 

“Send me men girt for the combat,” Robert 
Service wrote in “The Law of the Yukon,” and a 
whole Alaska girt for the combat is essential to 
discourage attack or, if it comes, overpower it. 
Our unpreparedness in our farthest Northwest 
is the almost forgotten peril of the United States 
in this third year of the unquiet peace. 
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For Water Meters 

Most residential water consumers in St. Louis 
pay flat rates. Renewing a previous plea, Water 
Commissioner Thomas J. Skinker urges that 
meters be installed and customers charged ac- 
cording to the amount of water they use. He has 
an impressive case. 

Most well-operated municipal water systems 
use meters, including Detroit, Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Milwaukee and Minneapolis. Outsidé St. 
Louis, the leading instance of flat rates is New 
York—and New York is an unbusiness-like 
operator of municipal services, as witness its 
run-down subway. Private, profit-seeking water 
systems with flat rates are almost unheard of. 

Metering makes for justice among customers. 
Flat rates encourage gross waste of water, 
penalize those who use it conservatively. 
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Mr. Kyser, Too, Will Scream 


Kay Kyser, the orchestra leader who has rev- 
olutionized the hospital business in his native 
North Carolina by putting it on a sound fund- 
raising basis, is a man of action, and nowhere 
does he show it more than in his comment on 
committees. “If I hear the words ‘appoint a 
committee’ again,” he says simply, “I'll scream. 
To appoint a committee means to pigeonhole 
something for one year.” ; : 

Nobody knows, unless possibly it is Mr. Kyser, 
how many hopes and opportunities and how 
much progress are interred in the minutes of 
committees. Committees seem to have been or- 
dained in the nature of things to wander énd- 
lessly to and fro between alternatives, to receive 
and pass bucks, to split up into subcommittees 
beyond number to do the work better, and to 
spread out and draw in other committees past 
enumeration to the same purpose. No more in- 
genious method has yet been devised for shar- 
ing irresponsibility. 

What is wanted, if action is the object, is a 
man. It is not necessarily fatal if he is a mem- 
ber of a committee, for he can either lead it or, 
if it doesn’t want to go anywhere, forget it. All 
committees that are worth the paper and ink 
it takes to appoint them are committees of one, 
no matter how many there are on them. With- 
out that one, sometimes named Kay Kyser and 
sometimes named something else, it might as 
well be recognized as the Committee for Sound- 
ing Brasses and Tinkling Cymbals, for that's 
what it will be. 
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Futures in Food 

The congressional subcommittee holding price 
hearings in New York has wired President Tru- 
man to “use every means” to end the specula- 
tion which “is supporting food prices at unjusti- 
fiable levels.” The telegram said: “It is in- 
credible that so large operations in the necessi- 
ties of life should be permitted on such small 
cash margins.” 

It is incredible indeed that, with the price of 
grain inflating livng costs at home and endanger- 
ing our commitments to Europe, the Chicago 
Board of Trade and the Minneapolis and Kansas 
City grain exchanges should thumb their noses 
at the Commodity and Exchange Authority. 

The price of wheat, for example, is $2.60, but 
you can get claim to as many bushels as you 
want, up to 2,000,000, at 45 cents a bushel. No 
wonder the speculators, big and little, are rush- 
ing in to reap the profit they anticipate from a 


rise‘ when large ‘purchases are made for ship- 
ments abroad. 


Joseph M. Mehl, head of the Commodity and | 


Exchange Authority, has made a reasonable re- 
quest of the grain exchanges. He wants them to 


raise margins to one third of the purchase price, - 


which for wheat would be 85 to 90 cents. 

Mr. Mehl says the Commodity Exchange Au- 
thority cannot order, but can merely. request, 
the increase in margins. But he might try an 
alternative step, such as a move for a sharp limit 


on the size of individual transactions on the ex-, 


changes. 7 

If President Truman, Chairman Mehl and any 
well-informed Assistant Attorney General would 
devote one hour of thoughtful discussion to the 
problem, they should be able to settle on legal 
means to bring the commodity exchanges to taw. 
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Labor’s Methods Toward Taft 


If it should appear that Senator Taft’s trip to 
the West is politically successful, it will be due 
in no small part to the contemptible attitude 
toward him taken by organized labor. The 
planned campaign to harass, annoy and humiliate 
the Senator came to a climax at Seattle, when 
100 laborites got up in the middle of Taft's 
speech, booed and shouted insulting remarks, 
and then walked out of the hall, 

In every city, labor draws picket lines around 
the places where Taft is to speak in an effort to 
intimidate people from hearing him and for the 
purpose of making verbal attacks on him. Then, 
hecklers slip into the hall to interrupt Taft as 
he works up to a climax, to disturb speaker and 
audience and to ruin the effect of what he says. 

This is plain hooliganism and it can only re- 
act in favor of Taft and against his detractors. 
It is a violation of ordinary American sportsman- 
ship, which accords the player on ‘the opposite 
team or the politician with opposing views the 
right to a fair reception. It is an attempt to 
impair Taft’s right to free speech under Article 1 
of the Bill of Rights. 

However anyone may differ from his views, 
Senator Taft is a sincere, honest, hard-working 
member of the United States Senate, who is en- 
titled to express his views without interruption 
and whose views are being sought eagerly by 
many Americans, since it is possible he may be 
the next President of the United States. 

Apart frem everything else, the labor oafs 
conducting the campaign against Taft are hurting 
nat helping the cause they are trying to serve, 
so they are as deficient in intelligence as they 
are in manners. Their tactics are gaining -sup- 
port for the Senator from Ohio. 
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A Tax Injustice 

Some months ago Representative Albert L. 
Reeves Jr. of Kansas City made a prediction 
about the community property problem that is 
beginning to come true. In community property 
states, income ofteach partner in a marriage is 
equally owned by the other. This permits sub- 
stantial tax savings by dividing their income 
equally between two federal returns. To gain 
this valuable privilege, several states have re- 
cently joined those in which community property 
is traditional. And, as Mr. Reeves warned, they 
are finding it far from net gain. 

Thus, a Pennsylvania judge has just ruled that 
the new community property law requires a 
husband to share equally with his deserted wife, 
setting aside the state’s carefully developed pre- 
vious policy. Desertion is the exception, but 
enough marriages are legally severed to raise 
far-reaching new problems. And yet the states 
have the strongest motives to get on the tax- 
saving bandwagon because of the inequality 
which now exists. 

Mr. Reeves argued that Congress should le- 
galize tax-splitting everywhere. He was right. 
Citizens of non-community property states are 
grossly discriminated against. Congress has re- 
fused to abolish tax-splitting everywhere, and 
its inaction about legalizing it everywhere pre- 
sents the states a choice between penalizing their 
citizens or overhauling their whole schemes of 
property rights. 

A diverse company shares Mr. Reeves’ view, 
among them Sauthern conservative Senators 
Tydings and McClellan and New Dealer Lucas. 
Senator Reed, a G.O.P. conservative, says, “I’ve 
served notice on my colleagues that I'll vote for 
no tax reduction bill” unless it equalizes the 
tax-splitting privilege. Harold Knutson’s House 
Ways and Means Committee has promised to 
do it. 

The present tax injustice is old, glaring and 
heavy. Making good on the resolution to end it 
should be the first tax business in the next ses- 
sion of Congress.

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Missionary From the Lepers 

Not many years ago, Dr. Frederick A. Johan- 
sen’s attendance at an American Hospital Asso- 
ciation convention might have been sensational 
news. Dr. Johansen directs the national hos- 
pital for lepers at Carville, La. Until recently, 
leprosy was regarded as highly contagious, in- 
curable and somehow shameful, and those who 
treated leprosy were regarded as persons who 
had renounced the outside world. 

Dr. Johansen’s mission in St. Louis is to ex- 
pose that old fallacy and tabu. About 45 pa- 
tients treated with sulfone derivatives at the 
Carville leprosarium have been discharged with- 
out recurrence of their illness. No surefire 
killer of Hansen’s bacillus has beeh found so far, 
but Dr. Johansen believes “a cure is in the mak- 
ing, perhaps to materialize in a.very few years.” 

An implied part of his mission, and perhaps 
an explicit one, is to broaden the attack through- 
out the medical profession instead of leaving it 
exclusively to government doctors and specialists 
in tropical medicine. Doctors and hospital ad- 
ministrators need to know it is much easier to 
prevent infection by leprosy than by various dis- 
eases that they treat and hospitalize as routine. 
No staff member at Carville has caught it. When 
this understanding becomes general, the disease 
will be fought down near the vanishing point.

Complexities of the new science and their implications for society 
call for writers who can make them understandable, editor declares; 


J contemporary finance and politics also neglected although fiction

can explain them to many more readers than can factual narrative.

If the school teachers need to be edu- 
cated for the days that are coming, so do 
the writers. We live in a time when the 
scientist and his discoveries are beginning 
to dominate our whole existence and even 
to mark the period of our dissolution, 


A breed of writers must be evolved who 
are capable of translating the words and 
the symbols of science into intelligible sen- 
tences and of giving them a meaning for 
the masses of which even the scientist 
himself may not be aware. 

We have long become used to the mech- 
anized society in which we have our be- 
ing. What we will face tomorrow so far 
transcends this steady and accustomed 
mechanization that it is as if we were 
suddenly plunged onto a strange planet 
where all the rules and guideposts were 
written in an incomprehensible language. 


Thirty or forty years ago it was within 
the scope of the knowledge of, let us say, 
Theodore Dreiser to write “The Titan” and 
“The Financier.” Where is the popular 
American novelist today who knows enough 
to use Wall Street or international finance 
as his subject matter? 


Who Knows a Senator? 


Aside from the complexity of today’s 
economics, he dges not even come within 
bowing acquaintance of the men who domi- 
nate these realms, to say nothing of the 
thousands of lesser beings who live by the 
stock market or who follow the dollar 
around the world.

A successful novel will reach 10 or a 100 
times as many readers as the best informed 
or clearest work of factual narrative. But 
these themes Yor literature are left to the 
journalists and the collectors of facts and 
the autobiographers. 


When the overwhelmingly important sub- 
jects of scientific discovery are presented, 
they are left to the romancers who produce 
the space ships, the one-eyed and spider- 
legged natives of Mars and Venus familiar 
to our pulp magazines, or to the industrious 
and hard-working non-fiction writers who 
have managed to absorb facts from the 
scientists and to translate them into the 
vulgate, 


Greater Than Love 


As a case in point, there is the report on 
the guided-missile written by the brothers 
Joseph and Stewart Alsop in a recent issue 
of The Saturday Evening Post, entitled 
“Are We Ready for a Push-Button War?” 


If the busy Alsops can manage to inter- 
view 98 scientists and accumulate a mass 
of pertinent facts about so vast and diffi- 
cult a project, and to describe a device as 
elaborate as the German V-2 rocket in 
terms that any reader who has been to 
grammar schoo! can comprehend, then why 
cannot the novelist of today reproduce the 
human element that surrounds this un- 
imaginable project and so bring the subject 
into the realm of creative fiction? 


The writers who can command hundreds 
of thousands of readers for greater and 
more absorbing purposes than the evolu- 
tion of somebody’s love affair or the devia- 
tions of an alcoholic over a weekend will be 
produced by the law of necessity, 


Questions for Mr. Patton 


From the Post-Dispatch, Sept. 15 (See Letter Column) 


The National Farmers’ Union is a con- 
structive force in the life of the country. 
It has fought for such progressive legisla- 
tion as wartime food subsidies to hold down 
the cost of living, a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, and the Wagner-Murray-Dingell na- 
tional health insurance bill. Not only is it 
worthwhile in itself, it is valuable for what 
it opposes—the reactionary farm bloc led 
by the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
which fought all during the war to remove 
food subsidies and let the consumer be 


gouged unmercifully. 


So it is distressing to friends of the N.F.U, 
to see its president, James G, Patton, get- 
ting the organization into an ambiguous 
and perhaps dangerous position. In the 
discharge of the editor of the National 
Union Farmer, N.F.U.’s official publica- 
tion, at Denver, Mr. Patton has done just 
that. 

The discharged editor, James S. Elmore, 
said the dispute between him and the union 
president arose because Mr. Patton has 
been influenced by C. B. Baldwin to adopt 
a pro-Communist course for the organiza- 
tion. Mr. Elmore, to precipitate the issue, 
reprinted a Post-Dispatch editorial and car- 


toon which were restrainedly critical of 
some of Communism’s most obvious faults. 
Mr. Patton fired him for It. 


Mr. Baldwin, who is executive director 
of the Progressive Citizens of America, is a 
member of the extreme left. There is strong 
evidence that P.C.A, is Communist-domi- 
nated. Russian Communism would like very 
much indeed to take over the National 
Farmers’ Union or to wield a considerable 
interest in it. That would be in line with 
the political wrecking techniques which the 
Communist party has used all over the 
world. 


Mr. Patton has replied to his discharged 
editor’s accusation without satisfactorily 
answering it. Does Baldwin exercise an 
undue influence over Patton and through 
him on the N.F.U.? Is the leadership of 
N.F.U. afraid of meeting head-on the issue 
of Communist expansionism, which is en- 
slaving farmers in the satellite nations of 
Europe? Mr. Patton owes a straightfor- 
ward statement to his friends. Meanwhile 
his enemies, and those of his union, have 
received ammunition which they will hard- 
ly hesitate to use against farm progres- 
sivism in the United States.

Where Mr. Shirer is a reporter primarily, 
the next two authors are essentially an- 
alysts hard at work after a solution to the 
German problem. James P. Warburg, for- 
mer international banker and propaganda 
policy director for OWI, saw much of each 
occupied zone in Germany last year. He 
believes that the United States should pro- 
Pose “the earliest possible adoption of a 
national constitution and the formation of 
a national German government.” 

Mr. Warburg thinks, moreover, that so 
much of the occupation has been based on 
“fallacious assumptions,” that this country 
should propose to Russia that all occupying 
forces agree to get out of Germany, except 
for “observance and control,” not later than 
Jan, 1, 1948. 

Prof. Ropke, who fought the Nazis with 
his pen from Switzerland after fleeing Hit- 
ler’s wrath, opposes anything resembling 
“the old highly centralized Reich.” He 
wants a new start from the ground up, be- 
ginning with truly democratic government 
in cities and regions. A stanch believer in 
federalism, he calls for a union of 13, au- 
tonomous German states. The author, who 
is now on the University of Geneva faculty, 
contends that it is high time for the west- 
ern allies to present such a genuine coun- 
ter-proposal to the Russian plan. 

* * * 

The fourth book deals with something 
which should never be omitted from any 
consideration of the German problem. Olga 
Lengyel, 29-year-old Romanian, is the only 
member of her family who survived Ausch- 
witz concentration camp. Her physician 
husband was shot. Her two small boys and 
her parents were put to death. Statesmen 
could refresh their failing memories by 
reading this record of life and death among 
the beasts who stoked Auschwitz’s chim- 
neys.

CARDINAL APPEALS 
~ TOCAPITAL, LABOR 


Speaking at Eucharistic Meet- 
ing He Urges Both to 


Serve Society. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 25 (AP) 
—The Buffalo Centennial Euchar- 
istic Congress today reached its 
climax—the eucharistic procession 
of about 75,000—with a statement 
from its patron cardinal that the 
four-day event was an opportunity 
for -rededication. to “warfare 
against evil totalitarianism.” 

Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop 
of New York and patron of the 
congress, said in a statement: 

“It gave all who-.participated an 
opportunity, an inspiration to re- 
new their faith, reform their lives 
along spiritual patterns and re- 
dedicate themselves to constant 
warfare against all evils in our 
modern times, against the evil to- 
talitarianism which threatens to 


destroy man’s dignity and free- 
dom, the current menacing mani- 
festation of which is Communism.” 

The procession, final event of 


the congress, moved through Dela- 


ware Park and concluded with a 
benediction from the Cardinal, 

Speaking before a throng of 
working men at a sectional meet- 
ing last night, Cardinal Spellman 
urged capital and labor to serve 
society “with singleness of pur- 

e,” ' 

“I believe in a system of gov- 
ernment which encourages labor 
and capital to function freely un- 
der God,” the Cardinal said in an 
address which he declared was his 
creed for capital and labor. Speak- 
ing in Civic Stadium, the congress 
patron continued: 

“In His great goodness God 
quickened the earth with riches 
for man’s use, not for his abuse; 
for his rise, not for his ruin; and 
labor and capital can reap the re- 
wards of God's goodness only if 
labor unstintingly produces with 
the skills with which God has so 
abundantly endowed it, and capi- 
tal unsparingly distributes ‘the 
produce of labor for all men’s wel- 
ken 

Joseph P. Kennedy, former 
United States Ambassador to Eng- 
land, said “Communism aims to 
destroy not only our American 
form of government but our form 
of life.” 

Cardinal James Charles Mc- 
Guigan, Archbishop of Toronto, 
told the audience that if the work- 
er does less than a fair day’s work 
“he may be unjustly injuring his 
employer, and most certainly he 
will be injuring the community by 
causing high prices and holding 
back the supply of goods needed 
by th® people.”

ANDREW C. MC LAUGHLIN DIES; 
WROTE 12 BOOKS ON HISTORY 


CHICAGO, Sept. 25 (AP)—Dr. 
Andrew C. McLaughlin, noted his- 
torian, died yesterday of pneu- 
monia. He was 86 years old. 

Dr. McLaughlin, professor emer- 
itus of history at the University of 
Chicago and for 20 years head of 
the history department there, was 
the author of 12 history books. 
His “Constitutional History of the 
United States” won for him in 
1936, when he was 75 years old, 
the Pulitzer prize for history.

VICAR AND PARISH

Church of England vicar cap-

“This time . . . we are going 
to stand aside and watch the 
humorously styled ‘working 
classes’ pay the bill,” the Rev. W. 
I, Bulman, vicar of St. Gabriel's, 
wrote to his borough Mayor, 
Alderman 8. Scott. 

“Our members belong to the 
class who, in Mr. (Fuel Minister 
Emanuel) Shinwell’s elegant 
phrase—‘don’t matter a tinker’s 
cuss,’ so you will not have the 
impertinence to expect help from 
them.” 

The vicar referred to a widely 
publicized statement Shinwell was 
reported to have made about the 
middle class—a statement which 
Shinwell later said was reported 
out of context. 

Scott made the letter public at 
a meeting of the London Borough 
Council. Sir Harold Mackintosh, 
chairman of the National Savings 
Committee, commented that the 
views were “obviously from a man 
whose political prejudices out- 
weighed his good sense.”

Gishev 
owes hig life to saying nothing 
and playing along with © ne Com- 
munists. But Petkov always felt 
that the doom which overtook 
him Tuesday morning was coming. 

With Romania’s Jules Maniu, 
he was the last Green revolution- 
ist to succumb to the Red rivals. 
Fighting farmers’ battles against 
harvest trusts and big banks, his 
brother and father had both been 
assassinated. 

Petkov never married, because 
he was fearful that some day con- 
cern for a wife and family might 
stay his tongue. 

He opposed the Germans, just 

as he opposed the Russians, de- 
manding “Bulgaria for the Bul- 
garians.” He charged the Soviets 
with planning to dismember Bul- 
garia, Yugoslavia and Greece to 
form an “independent” Macedonia. 

The Communists found Petkov 
an especially hard man to catch, 
despite his indiscretions. Fire- 
brand Andrei Vishinsky personally 
attempted to win him to the Com- 
munist bloc. He had proved his 
friendship with the Soviet Union 
by being one of four Bulgarians 
who went to Moscow to make the 
peace terms after the United 
States handed Bulgaria to Russia. 

Further, he had served as Vice

The Missouri Supreme Court, in 
a decision last July that the old 
small-loan law authorizing rates 
up to 36 per cent a year was in- 
valid, because of conflict with the 
new Constitution, differed with 
Donnelly’s position that loan clas- 
sifications in the two vetoed bills 
were unconstitutional. 

In this ruling the court held 
that the new Constitution did not 
prohibit enactment of laws pro-| 
viding reasonable classification of | 
loans as to amounts, with differ- 
ent permissable rates of interest | 
for the different types of loans. | 
It held, however, that rates pro-' 
vided for such classes of loans 
must be open to all lenders. 


May List Classifications. 


If the loan companies fail to’ 
round up enough votes to over-| 
ride the veto of the 1947 bill next 
January by a two-thirds vote in 
each House, the new loan bill to 
be offered for passage likely will 
include the classification of loans 
plan used in the vetoed bills. 


In that event the principal issue | 


before the Legislature next year 
will be how high an interest rate 
the loan lobby can persuade the 
legislators to accept. 

The 1947 bill would have per- 
mitted a top rate of 26.88 per cent 
on the first $300 of an installment

Files Stipulation for $644,000 
in Court—Union Electric

settled a $691,448 claim against it 
by the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment for $644,941 today in a stipu- 
lation filed in the closing session 
of the United States Tax Court, 
sitting in the new Federal Build- 
ing. i 

The court, presided over by Judge 
John Edgar Murdock, took under 
advisement claims of $121,630 
against the Fulton Iron Works, 
1259 Delaware avenue, St. Louis 
county, and $1,551,885 against the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri. 

In the Rice-Stix case, the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue re- 
ported an income tax and excess 
profits tax deficiency of $691,448. 
Of this amount, $599,000 was in ex- 
cess profits tax deficiency. The 
deficiencies resulted from a ruling 
of the “commissioner prohibiting 
the company from deducting for 
losses that occurred at one of its 
subsidiary stores. 

The case against the Fulton 
Iron Works involved a dispute be- 
tween the commissioner and the 
company over the value of its 
capital investment when the com- 
pany was reorganized in May, 
1917. The commissioner claimed 
deficiencies of $73,706 im income 
tax and $47,924 in excess profits 


Mark C. Steinberg, St. Louis 
broker, testified that following 
the reorganization, the company 
had an “inside” list of persons to 
whom stock was to be sold at $35 
a share. Prior to the reorganiza- 
tion the par value of the stock 
was $100 a share. After the new 
stock issue was placed on the 
market, Steinberg said, it sold for 
$45 a share and went as high as 


$103 a share. 

Deficiencies 4 reported against 
the Union Electric resulted in a 
dispute between the company and 
the commissioner over the life 
span of Bagnell Dam and its 
structures.

It was this direc- 
tor who discovered Clark and 
Lana and gave them their first 
pushes toward the limelight. 

Le Roy, who at 47 is still the 
handsomest and most personable 
film-maker in the business, has 
made an imposing record for de- 
tecting embryo screen talent. At 
least a dozen current stars and 
featured performers owe their 
starts to his le-eye. 

But Turner and Gable, natu- 
rally, are king and queen of the 
pack. In fact, Le Roy’s happy 
face fades from a wide smile to 
a mere grin and he moans every 
time hé thinks of kicking such 
prizes out into the open market. 
He had Turner under personal 
contract for four years, then sold 
her to MGM for a very nominal 
sum. That was before anyone 
dreamed of her tremendous poten- 
tialities. 

As for Gable, the director didn’t 
get nearly that close to the big 
jackpot. Clark was playing a 
small role in “The Last Mile” at 
the Los Angeles Biltmore back in 
1929. Spotting the show, Le Roy 
rushed back to the Warner Bros., 
where he was then known as the 
“kid director,” and tried to sell 
Harry and Jack, his two bosses, 
on the big fellow’s possibilities. 
The brothers took in the show, 
flanked by a couple of studio tal- 
ent scouts. Not one, but all, 
turned thumbs down. Gable would 
be too radical shift from the then 
popular hero type, they thought, 
too tough. And, anyway, his ears 
flapped in the breeze. 

Le Roy was disappointed, but he 
didn’t give up. He and Gable be- 
came close friends, and eventually 
Mervyn's dogged persistency 
landed Clark a part in “The 
Painted Desert,” at RKO. He 
needed only a beginning, a chance 
for feminine fans to pick him out 
from any background. After that 
initial western, released in 1930, 
Gable steadily shot forward. 


Although Le Roy has directed 
Lana, his protege, in several pic- 
tures, “Homecoming,” strangely 
enough, marks the first time he 
has had Gable under supervision. 
Working on the same lot for 
seven years, there have been 
times when the director was close 
to such an assignment, but always 
something seemed to happen that 
that broke up the combination. 

All actors like to draw Le Roy 
as director, because he blends in- 
telligence with good humor and 
‘thoughtfulness. He knows exactly 
what he wants before calling “ac- 
tions,” in sharp contrast to so 
many of the town’s “name” di- 
rectors who grope aimlessly 
through repeated takes until their

players are. sometimeg on the 
verge of hysteria. 

The signal for a new Le Roy 
picture to start is the signal for 
down-and-out extras and bit play- 
ers to get on the move. Le Roy 
never forgets a face or a per- 
son, and & needy case always calls 
for his active interest. On 
“Homecoming,” playing soldiers 
and nurses, for instance, are 
probably a dozen men and women 
who have been attached to Le 
Roy payrolls in every movies he 
has made. When the call goes 
out to Central Casting for super- 
numeraries, the names of these 
people are included on a “special 
request” notation. 


‘During filming of an Anzio 
beachhead battle scene for 
“Homecoming” one recent after- 
noon, Le Roy stood on a tower 
bellowing instructions through his 


megaphone. Trucks and ambu- 
lances were racing about in wild 


turmoil, Girls pleying nurses 
were attempting to weave through 
the confusion to bandage the 
wounded. There were a few close 
calls. Le, Roy suddenly stopped 
the action, put a handkerchief to 


his brow nervously and then 
called a warning to the 500 people 
scattered below him. 


“Please don’t let a thing like 
that happen again!” he begged. 
“One of the girls there almost got 
hurt. We don’t want anybody 
hurt on this scene or in this pic- 
ture. I would rather give up the 
whdle thing right now than have 
that happen. So, above all, be 
careful.” This was an amazing 
gesture on the part of a director. 
Invariably, the head man is so 
immersed in his own desire to get 
every possible bit of action into 
the picture that he never thinks 
of the struggling $10-a-day folks 
in front of him. You seldom hear 
of the casualty list among the 
extras on a big film. 


Le Roy won a rare compliment 
recently. Greer Garson, whom he 
directed in “Madame Curie,” was 
so disappointed with a movie shot 
two years ago by another director 
that she held up its release. Le 
Roy was assigned to. a reshooting 
job. The makeover turned out so 
well that Garson happily labeled 
“Desire Me” one of her best pic- 
tures.

Better Cause 
For Divorce? 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


N three-fourths of all divorce 

cases, it is the wife who is ask- 

ing the court to break up the 
marriage. 

What does that signify? Is she 
actually suffering so much more 
than the husband? Does she 
really have so much more to com- 
plain about, than does a man? 

Dr. Donald A, Laird, psychol- 
ogist who has made many studies 
of human nature in action, sent 
a questionnaire to married per- 
sons in “Who’s Who in Ameri- 
ca.” He found that men gave 
many more reasons for being dis- 
satisfied with their wives, than 
did women for being dissatisfied 
with their husbands. 

Yet more than twice ag many 
women as men said they had 
thought seriously about getting a 
divorce! 

” + - 


IT IS often said’ that most di- 
vorces are granted to wives, mére- 
ly as the result of an arrangement 
between the partners. Perhaps the 
husband lets his wife bring the 
charges, as a means of protect- 
ing her own name. It is 
something of a grandstand play, 
in other words, possibly due to 
the husband’s chivalry and his 
unwillingness to file a complaint 
against his wife. 

But the fact that the wife is 
the one who is complaining even 
when the husband really has the 
most ground for complaint, as Dr. 
Laird reports, seems to contradict 
this. Moreover, the American In- 
stitute of Family Relations re- 
ports that in three-fourths of all 
cases it is the wife who comes to 
complain about the marriage. 
There is no room for a grand- 
stand play here, because the hus- 
band usually does not even know 
that she is coming.

IF WIVES are more willing to 
break up a marriage than are 
husbands, even though they have 
less to complain about, one might 
suspect that thev have not been 
well educated for matrimony. Mrs. 
Frances Bruce Strain, author of 
many popular books on family 
life, suggests one reason for their 
difficulties. Men, she says, take 
the peculiarities of women for 
granted. They shrug their shoul- 
ders and say, “Women are like 
that! You can’t do anything 
about it!” 

Women, on the other hand—so 
Mrs. Strain declares—say, “Men 
are like that!” and immediately 
start in to try to change them, If 
the wife finds she can’t alter her 
husband’s inborn personality, she 
decides he isn’t co-operative, and 
throws him out!

Perhaps my own reactions to 
this visit are affected by a story 
to which I listened while visiting 
a home in Surrey during World 
War II. The’ parents of that 


house made a report on Summer- 


hill that would not cause any 
American parent to send a son or 
daughter there. For my grand- 
children, at least (since my hand- 
spanked children are beyond the’ 
age), the American public, private 
and parochial school syatems, 
with all their faults, are infinitely 
more desirable than what our 
visitor has to offer.

How It Started

N this country a drummer is a

Europeans in India have freely 
employed Pariahs as servants, It 
is interesting also to note that the 
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members of this submerged group 
are said to divide themselves into 
classes and are no less careful 
than the superior castes to pre- 
serve their social status in their 
own caste! 


The name “Pariah” is the Tamil 


word for drummer, because drum

One and one-half pound tender
